. Mackenzie's Administration — two no<^- 
altogether utiwbrthy objects, 'it will be" 

- admitted; Fbf thcisja'aiid other, red- 
aofis which neednoi^jb^ enumetated,we 
(Strongly utge upon Mr. Mackeui^ie th$i^ 
duty and the policy of immediate coin-' 
niehcement .. of railway construction,' 
simultaneously beginning atEaquimalt, 
at Nanaimo.and at some intermediate 
point or points. Mr. Mackenzie has 
the money voted, and we can tell him 
that a manly — wo might almost say 
magnanimous — stop like this would, 
while just and beneficial, efFoctually 
. silence those who nccuao him of insin- 
cerity and trickery, and greatly fa- 
cilitate any readjustment of tho Terms 
of "Union which may bo reasonable and 
necessarj'. But while all this is un- 
doubted, it should ever be borne in 
mind that Vancouver Lsland is not 
British Columbia, — that however sat- 
isfactory to this section of tho Pro- 
vince tho immediate constructiou of 
tho railway between Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo might be, that could not be 
expected per se to satisfy the reason- 
able expectations of tho Mainland. The 

• ( doctrine some would preach to Mr. 

Mackenzie, "Leave" the Ternis as 
they are, and fulfil them as far as you 
can," has an orthodox look about it. 
Yet, viewed in the light of all the cir- 
cumstances, it is open to question. 
First of all, as the Terms stand now, 
it is contended that there is no obliga- 
tion to bring the jruilway ou to Van- 
couver Island at all; that it might, 
without any broach of faifh or con- 
tract, seek a terminus away to the 
North. Nay, this abaudonniout of 
Vancouver Island has already been 
openly hinted at in Parliament, as one 
of the probable consequences of an 
unreasoning clinging to the old Terms. 
It may bo said that, in so far as the 
Mainland is concerned, tho abandon- 
ment of Vancouver Island would be a 
matter of indifference. The Mainland 
is not. however, near so selfish and 
sectional as some wouhl make out, and 
we feel conliilent that any scheme pro- 
mising fair and equal benefits to both 
sections would find much more favor 
on the Mainland than one leaving the 
Island out in the cold. But there is 
another and less sentimontal ground 
upon which the doctrine of the ori- 
ginal Terms may meet with some dis- 
favor on tho Mainland. According to 
the bond tho work of railway con- 
struction ma> be begun on the sea- 
board alone, from thiit point gradually 
ai^proaching tho interior. There ap- 
pears to bo no reason for believing 
that the prosecution of tho work wuukl 
be so vigorous as to reach tho country 
bayoiul the Cascades duriug tho tir.^t 
three or four years; and thus tho sup- 
plies would all have to come by sea, 
■which is oynonymous with coming 
from abroad. Not only would tho pro- 
ducers in tho great interior bo left for 
long years without a market, but,\vliua 
the railway did come to thorn and find 
them weak from long waiting, it would 
hring foreign compotition with it! On 
the other hand, if tho work of con- 
struction were commenced in tiio in- 
terior, as is proposed by tbo new 
Terms, an immediate market would be 
created, the millions would bo re- 
tained ifl.. tbo. country, and by the timo 
a way "for foreign competition wore 
opeoed up from tho aoaboard through 
the Cascades, our own producers 
would have bocomo sufficiently strong 
to hold their own, if not to repel tfie 
invader. It seoma not improbable, 
therefore, that tho old Terms doctrine 
may prove loss acceptable to tho peo-

As 
for this section of the country, it is 
difficult toboliev(i that, ad0(!trine which 
may mean no railway on "S'ancouver 
Island and' unsatisfactory .beginning 
and progress so far as the Mainlaud 
is concerned, can bo as acceptable as 
th'j new Terms which secure tl'o im- 
mediate construction ofthe railway be- 
tween Fisquimalt and Nanaimo and 
more satisfactory and beneficial ar- 
rangeniontson the Mainland. While, 
thpriBfore,"'hea5tilj'^5^ihihg' our Nan- 
aimo contemporary in urging and 'ifl^ 
sisting u])on the iininccliate and un- 
conditional cDninienccmoni of railway 
construction, we cannot exactly fall in 
with the .doctiine it seems construc- 
tively to have propounded viz, jogg- 
ing along under tho old and aduiittodly 
impossible Terms. So much from a 
Provincial stand-point. Looking at 
the matter from a Doiuiiiioii point of 
view — for one should endeavour to re- 
gard it from both— there aro other and, 
perliapa, equally practical objections 
to leaving tho Terms as they aro; but 
considerations of space forbid our 
dealing with thom now,

*'Mark Twrtia" ou Female Suffrage. 

The popular American writer calling 
himself "Mark Twain," has the follo\Wug 
in a obarBctaristic and amusing letter 
ou "the wbaien's whisky crusado" going 
on in some of the States: — 

"I cannot help glorying iu tho pluck 
of these women, sad us it is to see them 
displaying themsolvosin those unwoman- 
ly wayd; sad as it is to see them carrying 
their igrace and their purity into places 
which should never know thoir preaonce; 
and sadder' still it is as to nee them trying 
io save a sot of men who, it seems to nie, 
there can ht no reasonable object in sav- 
ing. It does not become us to scofiF at 
the crusaders, romembaring what it i» 
they have borne all these years, but it 
does become us to admire thoir heroism 
—a heroism that boldly faces jeers, 
curses, ribald language, obloquy of ovrry 
kind nnd degreo— in a word, every man- 
ner of thing that imro-iioarted, puro- 
minded women such as those are, natur- 
ally dread and shrink from, and remain 
steadfast through it all undismayed, pa- 
tient, hopeful, giving no quarter, asking 
none, determined to conquer, and suc- 
ceeding. It is the same old sujicrb spirit 
that animated that otlior devoted, magni- 
llcont, mistaken crusado of six Iiundred 
years ago. Tho sons of such ffonien as 
these must surely lie worth saving from 
tho debtroyiiig ))ower of rum. Tho pro 
sent. crusado will doubtless do but little 
work against intemperance that will bo 
really permanent, but it will do what is 
as much, or even more to tho purpose, I 
think, I think it will suggest to more 
than ona man that if women could vote 
they would vote ou the side of morality, 
oven if they did vote and speak rather 
frantically and furiously; and it will also 
(luggest that when the women once mado 
up their minds that it was not good to 
leave the all-powerful 'primariss' in the 
hards of loafers, thieves and pernicious 
lioliticians, thoy M'ould not sit indolently 
at home as their husbands and brotheis 
do now, but would hoist their praying 
banners, take the field in force, pray the 
assembled political scum back to the 
holes and slums where thay belong, ard 
set up some candidates fit for decent hu- 
man brings to vote for. I dearly want 
tho women to bo raised to tho political 
attitude of the nogvo, the imported sav- 
age, and tho pardoned thief, and allowed 
to vote. It is our last chance, I think. 
The women will be voting ' before long, 
and then if a B. F. Butler can still con 
tinue to lord it in Congress, if the high- 
est offices in the land can still continue to 
to be ocoupied by jiorjurers and robbers, 
if another Congress (hko the forty- 
second) consisting of 15 honest men and 
206 of tho other kind can once more be 
created, it will at last be time, I fear, to 
give over trying to save the country by 
human means, and rpponl to Providence. 
Both the great parties have failed. I 
wish wo might have a woman's party 
now and see how that would work. I fef 1 
persuaded that in extending tho sufTrngc 
to women this country could lose abso- 
lutely nothing, and might gain a great 
deal. For thirty centuries history has 
been iterating and reiterating that in a 
moral fight woman is simply dauutlesB; 
and wo all know, oien 'vith our eyes shut 
upon Congress and our voters, that frim 
t le day that Adam ate of tho apple and 
told on Evo down to tho present day 
man. iu a moral fight, has pretty uni- 
formly shown himself to be an arrant 
coward."
